SPRINGS 


The springs keep the wheels in contact with the road. Softening them will give you more traction but less 
straight line speed. A good tip is to keep the front end stiffer than the rear for good cornering. 



RIM Him 


The ride height is the distance of the chassis from the ground. Generally speaking, the car should be lower 
where the power is. So a rear-wheel drive car should be lower at the back, a front-wheel drive car should 
be lower at the front. A four-wheel drive car should be fairly neutral.

DAMPERS 


Dampers are the car's shock absorbers and affect the handling in the same way as the springs. A good tip 
is to soften the rear of the car and stiffen the front slightly, allowing for good traction and cornering. If the 
car is unstable in any way, the dampers are probably where you're going wrong.

STABILISER 


The stabiliser is designed to stop the car 'rolling' as the weight shifts under braking and acceleration.

BRAKES 



Changing the amount of brake power distributed to the front and rear wheels affects how the car handles 
under braking. We prefer to have slightly more braking power to the front wheels to prevent oversteer.
